COMMENT SOUGHT ON THE PETITION OF COLORADO E-911 AUTHORITIES TO 
REJECT TRACFONE WIRELESS’S SELF-CERTIFICATION OF 911 AND E-911 

COMPLIANCE

The Wireline Competition Bureau seeks comment on a petition filed by the Adams County E-911 
Emergency Telephone Service Authority, the Arapahoe County E-911 Emergency Communication 
Service Authority, and the Jefferson County Emergency Communications Authority (collectively, the 
Colorado 911 Authorities).1 The Colorado 911 Authorities maintain that TracFone Wireless, Inc. 
(TracFone) is not in compliance with 911 and E-911 requirements in the state of Colorado and request 
that the Commission reject TracFone’s self-certification until TracFone is in compliance with Colorado 
911 funding laws.2 The Colorado 911 Authorities further request that the Commission compel TracFone

2 Because TracFone is a reseller of prepaid wireless services, it may not be designated an eligible 
telecommunications carrier unless it complies with certain federal conditions.  One of those conditions is that 
TracFone provide its customers with access to basic and E-911 service.  See Petition of TracFone Wireless, Inc. for 
Forbearance from 47 U.S.C. § 214(e)(1)(A) and 47 C.F.R. § 54.201(i), CC Docket No. 96-45, Order, 20 FCC Rcd 
15095, 15102, para. 16 (2005).  In addition, TracFone must seek certification that it complies with this condition 
from each public safety answering point (PSAP) where it provide Lifeline service; TracFone may self-certify its 
compliance if, after 90 days, the PSAP has neither certified TracFone’s compliance nor affirmatively found that 
TracFone is not in compliance.  See Federal-State Joint Board on Universal Service; TracFone Wireless, Inc. 
Petition for Designation as an Eligible Telecommunications Carrier in the State of New York; Petition for 
Designation as an Eligible Telecommunications Carrier in the State of Florida; Petition for Designation as an

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to comply with Colorado law relating to 911 funding and to deny or invalidate TracFone’s self-
certification pending TracFone’s compliance with this law.3

Interested parties may file comments on or before March 31, 2010, and reply comments on or 
before April 15, 2010.  All pleadings are to reference WC Docket No. 09-197.  Comments may be filed 
using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS) or by filing paper copies.4

§ Paper Filers:  Parties who choose to file by paper must file an original and four copies of each 
filing.
